‘Last spring, a friend of mine, 
and myself were planting cucumbers at 
the same time. Iwas planting mine, as 
is usual, in gurdens, by mixing a small 
portion of stable manure with the earth, 
and raising the hill an inch or two above 
the surface of the ground, Observing it, 
he jocosely remarked, Let me show you 
how to raise cucumbers.” Never having 
much luck in raising them, | cheerfully 
agreed to his proposition. He commenc- 
ed by making boles in the earth.at the dis- 
tance intended for the bills, that would 
hold about a peck—he then filled them 
with dry leached ashes, covering the ashes 
with a very small quantity of carth. The 
seeds were then planted on a level with 
the surface of the ground. Iwas willing 
to see the experiment tried, but had no 
expectation of anything but a loss of seed, 
labor and soil. But imagihe my astonish- 
iment, (notwithstanding a drier season 
never was known, and almost a universal 
failure of garden vegetables,) when I be- 
veld vines remarkably thrifty, and as fine 
a crop of cucumbers as any one could 
wish to raise, and they continued to bear 
for an unusually long time. Iwill net 
philosphize on this subject—but say to all, 
try it; aud instead of throwing your ash- 
es away, apply it where it will be of use, 
and you will reap a rich reward. [Obie 
Farmer.

Soaking Seeds in Chemical Selauons,. 

[ steeped various seeds in sulphate, nitrate 
and muriate of ammonia, in nitrate of so- 
da and potass, and in combination of these 
and in all cases, the results were highly 
favorable. For example, seeds of wheat 
steeped in the sulphate of ammonia, on 
the 5th of July, had, by the 10th of Av- 
gust, the last day of the show, tillered in- 
to nine, ten, and eleven stem’ of nearly 
equal vigor; while seeds of the same sam- 
ple, unprepared, and sown at the same 
time, in the same soil, hud not tillered in- 
to more than two, three, and four stems. 
I prepared the various mixtures from the 
above specitfed salts exactly neutralized, 
and then added from eight to twelve meas- 
ures of water, The time of steeping va- 
ried from 59 to 94 hours, at a temperature 
of about 60 deg. Fabreneit. | found,hew- 
ever, that barley does not succeed if it is 
steeped beyond 60 hours. Rye-grass and 
other gramineous seeds do wit) steeping 
trom 16 to 20 hours, and clovers from 8 to 
10, but not more : for, being bilobate,they 
are apt to swelltoo much and burst. The 
very Fuperior specimens of tall oats, aver- 
aging 160 grains on each stem, und eight 
available stems from each seed, were pre- 
pared from sulphate of ammonia. The 
specimens of barley were prepared from 
nitrate of ammonia; they had an average 
of 10 available stems, and each stem an 
average of 34 grainsin theear. ‘The oth- 
er specimens of oats which were next the 
most prolific, were from imuriate of am- 
monia, and the promiscuous specimens of 
oats were from nitrates of soda and pot- 
ass—strong, humerous in stems, ( some 
having not less than 52) and not so tall ae 
either the preparations fromthe sulphate 
or muriate of ammonia, [Mr. Camphell, 
Transactions of the Highland Society. 















To render old and barren Orchards 
Thrifty and Productive.—Yarly in the 
spring plough the entire orchard and en- 
rich with a compost of manure, swamp 
muck, lime and chip manure. Scrap: off 
all the old bark with a deck scraper, or 9 
hoe, ground sharp. Apply half a bushef 
slaked lime, and the same ot charceel, 
around eachtree. Apply then soft soag 
or strong soap suds on the trunks and 
limbs as high as a mancanreach. While 
the trees are in full bloom, throw over 
them a good supply of fine slaked lime. 

Sudstitule yor ringing Swine.--A Mr. 
Tubb, an English breeder of stock, has 
recommended a modé of dealing witb 
these mischievous animals,which it is said 
may supercede the necessity of putting 
rings into their nose. It consists simply 
of shaving off, with a razor or sharp 
knife, the gristle on the top of the noses 
of young pigs. The place soon heals 
over, and the pigs are thus rendered in- 
capable of rooting. [N. E. Farmer. 


To destroy Caterpillars.—As soon as 
the nest can be seen, procure some pure 
spirits of ammonia, tie 2 sal) piece of 
sponge to a pole that is long enough to 
reach the highest nests, fill the sponge 
with ammonia, and once filling will 
sufficient to rub off and destroy from 30 
to 40 nests.

Concentrated Manures. 
Cultivators are now giving great atten- 
tion to the subject of manures, as ull are 
aware of their great importance, and 
know very well that with an abundance 
of suitable manures any soil may be made 
exceedingly fertile, and thus afford far 
greater crops, with very little extra la- 
bor. 

Great improvements have been made 
within a few years, of which intelligent 
farmere are availing themselves, such as 
saving animal manure from drenching 
rains, by a shelter, and from loss in the 
evaporation of gases. by composting with 
mud, muck, peat, loam, sand &e., and 
in this way saving also the liquid manure, 
which ia of great value. Now, the who'e 
farm is ransacked for something that 
will make a valuable addition to the ma- 
nure heap, and great good is resulting 
froin the information generally diffused on 
this subject, and the spirit of inquiry and 
enterprise that generally prevails. 

Of jate, concentrated manures have 
claimed much attention, asthey are pow- 
erful, and may be transported and applied 
with little expense, On this subject we 
greatly need more light, as some substan-

lam gratified that you take so much in- 
terest in trying to elevate the standard of 
agriculture.

Chemical science will yet 
effect a greater change in agriculture,than 
steam power bas in travel, commerce and 
manufactures, 

I have a few hundred pounds of wool- 
en rags—soine of them I intend to chop 
up into small pieces and soak a few days 
in stale urine, and when partially dried, 
sprinkle with ground gypsam and throw a 
handful in the potato hills,—the balance, 
perhaps, boil a short time in lye and then 
mix with swamp mud to compost a year 
or 80. 

Lalso havea cart-lond of waste wool 
from the carding machine with which I 
shall pursue the same course. A day or 
two since I hit upon the best plan, I think, 
of managing hones, that has been discov- 
ered. | broke them up with an axe and 
boiled them a few hours in a lye contain- 
ing much sulphate of potash, and most of 
them were soon digested and reduced toa 
fine pulp as white, and resembles lime for 
white wash. By this plan I get all the 
Phosphate in the best possible condition 
for the use of plants—all the cartilage and 
adimal matter in solution, and the oil and 
fat converted into soap—the whole to be 
mixed with swamp mud that has been 
dug 18 months.

Atrocious, 

An atrocious act of barbarity has been 
brought to light in Lisbon. A young lady,
